CHINA DECLARES. IT IS ‘OPPOSED 
TO LEGALIZING’OPIUM IN ANY WAY 


In 1917 as Pa ee of Opium Had Been Practically 
: . Annihilated, While Today It Is Some 15 000 Tons

PEK ’ Sept..17 (Special Corre- 
spondence)—China has declared to 
the world that the Centtal\ Govern- 
ment is absolutely opposed to the re-, 
“legalization of opium in every form. 
This slogan has been sounded by 
almost every Chinese Legation in the 
world, and has been reiterated on 
every public occasion by representa- 
tives of the country as an evidence of 
good intention. At the recent session 
of the League of Nations Opium Com- 
mittee, Mr. Chu, as China’s per 
ative, stated: 


~ 


The Government of the Republic of 


China would never, under any ‘cir- 
cumstances, sanction the production of 
opium in China, and the present recru- 
descence of oplum was due to the lack 
of control oyer certain provinces. The 
rumor which had been. circulated re- 
garding the establishment of an opium 
monopoly by the.Chinese Government j. 
was absolutely untrue, and that Gov- 
ernment would. never .recede m ‘the 
position which it had taken up in 1917, 
when the-final prohibitiag of cultivation 
had been carried out. 


This is exeellent reading, and the 
sentiment prqmpting it is, we believe, 
honest, and expresses the judgment of 


the best minds of the land. That the, 


present opium recrudescence is not the 
will of the Central Government nor of 


patriotic leaders, does not require re-. 


stating, it is widely known, but how 
and when shall the facts of the pres- 
ent-appalling.opium condition be dealt 
China in 1905 produced nearly 
30,000 tons of opium.

If M. Poincaré means that in the 
French view passive resistance would 
not cease until the Ruhr productivity 
including coal deliveries was restored 
to the pre-occupation level, then the 
date of the meeting may as well be 
indefinitely postponed. 

Very direct questions -will be ad- 
dressed to the French Government on 
this point, for it is considered essen- 
tial that the conference be summoned 
immediately. It is understood that if 
satisfactory assurances can be ob- 
tained on this point and on the free- 
dom of the respective governments to 
appoint their own experts, M. Poin- 
caré’s objection to a wider field of 
discussion will not be considered 


fatal. 
Attitude of America 


But everything, in the British view. 
depends on the attitude of America. 
if Charles E. Hughes were correctly 
reported, saying that if M. Poincaré 
did not alter his views, then the mat- 
ter had better be dropped, the British 
Goverpnient would also not pursue the 
idea of a conference, but would con- 
sult the American Government re- 
garding the- next step, including 
whether a conference should be called 
without France. 

Apart from that, the British view

Chie 
Hill into this campaign but since he 
has moved in of his own volition. | 
bwish to say if Mr. Hill is the one re-’ 
sponsible for poor enforcement of the 
law in this ,city the least said the 
better. 

If not, the sooner he gets from under 
and lays the blame where it belongs 
the better it will be for him, We are 
rot anxious to lay at the door of any 
official discredit that does not belong 
to him. 

We have affidavits almost innumera- 
ble on hotels, old-time saloons, leadins 
clubs, prominent citizens, etc., 
are doing their utmost to defy all the 
constityted authority. 

The guilty officials in this city them-~ 
esives know who they are. The only 
thing we request of them is that they 
carry out their oath of office. To do 
other than this is to be. slackers in 
defense of their Government.

TO REVISE TREATIES. 


General de Rivera Says Present 
Pacts Are Adverse to His 
Countty 


MADRID. Oct. 12 (Special Corre- 
spondence)-—-The - president of the 
Military Directory, Gen. Primo de 
Rivera, has been in further close con-' 
sultation with the United States Am- 
bassador upon the subject of the con!- 
mercial treaty between the two na- 
tions, and it is believed that the out- 


come will be advantageous mutually. — 


The president gave it out that the 
treaties recently. negotiated with 
France, Engiand and Swizerland would 
come up for revision by the Directory 
forthwith, the belief entertained by the 
new Government being that they were 
all adverse to the interests of Spain. 

So far as the treaty with England 
is concerned this threat was almost 
immediately withdrawn as the result, 
it appears, of plain and, convincing 
explanations and instruction that were 
given to Gen. Primo de Rivera. The 
demand for revision of this particular 
tcaaty, which was only negotiated 
after many weeks of difficult and ardu- 
ous labor and in front of many oppos- 
ing influences, has evidently come 
from the big manufacturers of Barce- 
lona and other parts of Catalonia, who 
were the chief dissenting section of 
the business community at the time 
the treaty was made, and who, it is 
remarked, gave to Gen. Primo de 
Rivera when in Barcelona their 
prompt and zealous support when he 
was préparing for the coup. 

Strong Customs Barrier 

As soon as the directory became es- 
tablished in Madrid the Barcelona 
(Chamber of Commerce sent along a 
petition asking for the establishment 
ofa stronger customs barrier, bonuses 
to exporters to cancel the duties they 
must pay on their goods in foreign 
countries, and revision of the commer- 
cial treaties into which Spain: had 
recently entered. General Primo de 
Rivera was in the first instance, so it 
is understood, inclined to pay atten- 
tion to the demands that came from 
Barcelona, but having since taken 
counsel in other directions there has 


been some apparent change of attitude, |

RECORD HISTORY 

Ancient Egypt Vies With Pre- 
historic Peru at Exposition 


Cloth woven in the days of Kemsit, | init 


an Egyptian king who ruled some time 
between 6000 and 4000 B. C., vies with 
a collection of fabrics from prehistoric 
Peru for the distinction of being the 


oldest cotton product on display this 
week at the International Textile Ex- 
position at Mechanics Buyllding, Bos- 
ton. The Egyptian specimens are pre- 
served aplendidly, with their peculiar 
weave and fantastic colored designs 
discernible at first sight. Some pieces 
of the Peruvian cloth seem to differ 
but little, upon casual inspection, from 
cloth in common use today, for its 
texture is filmer t that of most 
Indian weaves and i@ simple patterns, 
to some extent, are famillar to modern 


civilization. 

Scattered about the Peruvian 
exhibit, by way of contrast, are sev- 
eral spools of highly refined cotton 
thread, which, with their silvery las- 
ter, glisten like so many brightly 
polished metal cylinders. A certain 
branch of the cotton industry has, been 
endeavoring for ‘years to turn out a 
product approximating silk in sheen 
and general texture, and in gppear- 
ance, at least, the output in question 
marks an appreciable step toward that 
goal, All the exhibits in question 
have been placed by the National As- 
sociation of Cotton Manufacturers, 
which has co-operated very largely 
with the Textile Exhibitors’ Associa- 
tion in conducting this show.

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THREE MATTERS 
YET TO BE DECIDED 


Olympic Selection and. Transfer 
of Clubs Left for. Hockey 
President to Solve 


CLEVELAND, 0O., Oct. 30 (Special)— 
Final selection of the team which is to 
represent the United States in the 
Olympic Games, the settling of the 
question as to whether Cleveland and 
Pittsburgh will be transferred from 
Group 1 to Group 2, and the announc- 
ing of the schedule for the season of 
1923-24, are three matters which will 
be awaited with much interest by all 
followers of ice hockey in the United 
States. These topics were among those 
discussed but not finally settled at the 
final session of the United States Ama- 
teur Hockey Association here yes- 
terday. ‘ 

While it was decided that the Boston 
A. A. sextet, U. 8. A. H. A. champion 
last year, should form the nucleus of 
the team which will represent the 
United States in the Olympic Games, 
the following players will be considered 
in numing other members of the team: 
F. X. Goheen and C. J. Abel, St. Paul; 
George Owen Jr., former Harvard cap- 
tain: Johnson, Minneapolis; H. J. 
Drury and R. L. Bonnie, Pittsburgh. 

W. S. Haddock, who was re-elected 
to the presidency, was given the prob- 
lem of deciding whether Cleveland and 
Pittsburgh will be transferred from 
Group 2 to Group 1. Boston and other 
eastern teams opposed this change on 
the ground that they would have jumps 
ef too great length. Cleveland and 
Pittsburgh sought the transfer on the 
ground that the jumps in the western 
group are too long and that the differ- 
ence in climatic conditions between 
their cities and those of Duluth, Minne- 
apolis, and Eveleth, Minn., work a hard- 
ship. President Haddock announced he 
would give his decision in a few days. 

Proposed changes in the playing 
rules, one of which would lengthen 
periods from 15 to 20 minutes, were 
voted down, but an amendment to the 
constitution was adopted to give local 
hockey associations jurisdiction in their 
districts, but denying them jurisdiction 
over teams in National Cup competition.

The good times in 
the automobile trade, however, are not 
universal, and some firms are ex- 
permeating a marked slackening In prt- 
duction. get ete ong is expressed as to 
what is in store for this industry dur- 
ing the latter part of next year. 

One automotive authority expressed 
a belief that an era of intense compet!- 
tion is nearing Which will probably re- 
sult in a survival of the strongest com- 
panies only. 

The machine tool business looks for 
an improvement which will bring op- 
erations to a 40-per cent basis in the 
next three months. The present ratio — 
is about 28 per cent of the orders re- 
ceived during the first quarter of 1920. 

The farm implement business is

jan currency cannot claim to possess 
the stability of the gold currencies of. 
the Scandinavian countries or Switzer- 
jand, it ranges next to the Spanish 
peseta, according to English investi> 
gators.

Permanent Value of Mark 

Though theoretically the value of 

the Esthonian mark could go up in-

definitely and could even reach its . 


nominal parity, such an eventuality is 
not considered desirable, as it would 
entail a heavy loss to the Treasury, 
and moreover, would be certain to dis- 
organize the whole economic life of 
the country, population and industry 
having adapted themselves during the 
last two years to the present rate of 
exchange. | 
It is suggested, therefore, that the 
present value of the mark should be 
made permanent and legal,;and the new 
gold currency—the Lithuanian gold 
unit being called a lit and the Latvian 
one a lat, one wonders whether the

Fr should be calculated on the basis of the 
present rate of exchange. At the same 
time the emission of banknotes, which 
at present is effected by the State | 
Treasury and the Esthonian National 
Bank (Eesti Bank), should be concen-

An Investment of Capital 

If this scheme materializes an im- 
portant step forward will be made in | 
the economic development of the 
young republic, a step which is amply 
justified by the progress achieved by 

...the Esthonians since 1921 in the realm 
of production and commerce. The 
commercial balance, it is true, is still | 
conspicuous by its. passive character, | 
but the import comprises a consider- 
able amount of machinery and other 
implements of production. These | 
items should not be construed into an 
expenditure, but shduld be rather 
looked upon as an investment of | 
capital. | 

Fsthonia’s industry had suffered se- | 
verely from war and revolution and ': 
could not be reconstructed without 
considerable expense. There is rea- 
son to hope that in the near future 
we will see the practical results of 
this expenditure in the form of an in- 
creased production and a correspond- 
ingly increased export with a subse- 
quent active commercial balance. 

Russia having always been the nat- 
ural and most important market for. 
the Esthonian industry, we must, how- | 
ever, be prepared to expect no definite 
and permanent prosperity of economic | 
‘life in Esthonia until normal condi- 
tions are reestablished by this neigh- | 
bor, 

In the meantime several branches 
of the Esthonian industry, which for- 
merly worked only for Russia, have 
Succeeded in entering on the markets 
-of western Europe, and even America, 
the most important being the textile 
“industry, wood pulp, paper and food- 
sstuffs: but this is rather a makeshift 
which incidentally proves that Estho- 
nia is able to compete with the old 
western industries in their own mar- 
kets, but does not provide a practical 
solution of the question, Esthonia be- 
ing predestined by her geographical 
situation to trade chiefly with the in- 
terior of Russia.

It is a' 
sufficiently melancholy thought that 
there should be such things as motion | 
picture “palaces” in Plymouth, but | 
when you learn that one of these | 
temples of art conceals from the 
modern pilgrim the memorial to the 
passengers of the ship Anne, you 
sense the tragedy in full. Yet, once 
the searcher has ferreted out the 
path leading behind the theater, the 
setting is not so depressing as he may 
haye apprehended. On a brilliant fall 
day, despite the blank wall behind, it 
is not difficult to revivify in imagina- 
tion the Anne sailing back to England, 
or the women it left, going sociably 
down to the brook, past the spot 
you stand on. The memorial itself 
is-in keeping with the occasion; plain, 
quiet, dignified. 

As much may be said of most of the 
other more recent additions to the 
visual landmarks ofthe Plymouth 
plantation, in happy contrast to some 
of the earlier efforts of a people sud- 
denly aroused to the importance of | 
the part their town has played in estab- | 
lishing democracy in the. world.

servation: forest fire prevention, in particular, is calling 
for action. A.modest beginning has been made in the 
use of aircraft for aerial patrol purposes, but it is becom- 
ing apparent that far more will have to be done to protect 
the great expanses of forest country. At the recent Brit- 


ish Empire Forestry Conference, foresters from all parts 


of Canada wete unanimous-in support of the aircrait 
‘service. One prominent lumberman made the statement 
. that he saw no other solution for the forest fire menace 
in the remoter parts.of Canada than the use of aircraft. 

It is beg discoyeredg. that vast expanses of forest 
country, whieh the public has been accustomed to regard 
as richly timbered, have been reduced to barren wilder- 
ness conditions through forest fires. An aerial map of

shows almost as much.territory devastated by forest fire 
as there is left with standing timber. According to a 
statement madeby one of the officers of the Dominion 


férestry branch, of fhe federal Départment of the 


Interior, Canada’s annual bill for damages sustained by

he became President—the exact date of his accession 
to power being Nov. 28, 1918. His task was difficult. 
Among a population of 13,000,000, Czechoslovakia 
counted 6,000,000 dissidents—or at least men and women 
who were not strictly Czechs. There were 3,000,000 
Germans and 3,000,000 Slovaks, besides some hundreds 
of thousands of Hungarians. For the most part, they 
were well content to be incorporated in the new Republic. 
In any case, they could not have been left out of a viable 
state. It will be seen that to weld these divergent ele- 
ments into a new nation was not easy. 

The organization had to be worked: éut from the very 


beginning. There were great chances of failure. -‘That - 


success has come must be attributed chiefly to the pru- 
dence and the courage of President Masaryk. During 
the first year a monetary reform was undertaken which 
saved Czechoslovakia from the catastrophe which over- 
took its neighbor, Austria. An efficient administration 
was, set up,’and in the midst of the Danubian diftress 
Czechoslovakia presented a remarkable napdel. 

This is not to say that no gtistakes have been made: 
it would be foolish to abandon all ¢ritical discrimination. 
Notably, those who are best acquainted with the general 
conditions of central Europe would wish that more con- 
fidence could be placed in Hungary, which has also had 
its difficulties and is now making a genuine effort to right 
itself and become a good neighbor. Perhaps it is rtatural 
that Hungary should be regarded with suspicion and 
that the strictest watch should be kept on it lest the mili- 
taristic tendencies and the desire to recover something of 
the ancient glory should result-in an attack on the previ- 
sions of the Treaty of Trianon. : 

It was perfectly legitimate, as a measure of self- 


defense and to assure the maintenance of the new geo- -- 


graphical system, to form the Little Enterite. Czecho- 
slovakia, Jugoslavia and Rumania aré firmly joined to- 
gether for the preservation of the status quo. With such 
a’ combination. none of the states has anything to fear. 
There is, therefore, now no reason why Hungary should 
not-be helped to its financial feet, and any obstacles placed 
in the way of the release of liens on Hungarian assets, 
in order to make loans possible before Hungary has 
fallen into the deplorable condition. in which Austria 
- found itself before it was helped by the League of .Na- 
tions, would be deprecated. Happily, there is every rea- 
son to believe that the Little Entente is now prepared 
to be as friendly as may be toward Hungary, and. the 
day will yet come when Hungary and her neighbors will 
be friends indeed, and will form some kind of confedéra- 
tion which will be worthy of the name of'the United 
States of Central Europe. : 

In this grouping, which will make for peace and: not 
for warlike quarrelings,. Poland will take its place, and 
Greece will be an honored member. At present there 
is a crisscross of interests. There are, for various pur- 
poses, four groups in eastern and central Europe. There 
is, first, the Little Entente. There is, secondly, the uhion 
of Poland with the Baltic states, in.order to defend them- 
selves against either Russian or German aggression.

I am good looking, 
well educated, much traveled, an excellent conversationalist, 
alert, sympathetic, a good mixer, and witty. I can grace a 
ballroom or a bridge game, a meeting of prominent citizens 
or labor men, and, further than that, I have that quality that 
is the most highly paid, executive ability. 

But all this avails me nothing because I drink. In spite 
of my dipsomania, I can still make good if 1 keep away 
from booze, or if booze keeps away from mé. There are 
thousands and thousands like me. I have met them many 
times when I was sober, and even more often when L-was drunk. 

My own appetite was cultivated. We all know that many 
drug fiends have been created by unwise doctors, who gave. 
repeated prescriptions of morphine or cogaine. -It is the same 
with liquer. Of course; | do riot hold myself blameless, but 
the constant serving of drinks privately and at clubs undoubt- 
edly made my desire.for liquor grow. In this respect, pro- 
hibition has already been a great blessing. In-spite of private 
stocks and the pocket flask, the young man of today is not 
everlastingly tempted. Knowing all that I do about the 

results of drinking, I would not want my son to be tempted, 
as 1 was. Lead me (him) not into temptation.

A cure along this line «is being vigorously attempted by 
the Eighteenth Amendment to the Constitution of the United 
States. If you had a beloved son, or husbasid, or brother, that 
vou had seen fall, and fall, again and again, would you not 
say, “Enforce the Volstead law” ?—even if you yourself liked 
vour cocktail before your dinner or your gin rickey- after a 
volf game, and it did you no harm. Or again, if there were 
a dangerous curve in the road that caused many accidents and 
fatalities, and the public knew how to correct this danger, how 
quickly the necessary steps would be taken, even’ if they did 
involve a certain amount:of inconvenience to a few farmers 
who did not wish to grant a new right of way. Liquor is 
the dangerous curve that wrecks thousands of lives each year. 
When the way to correct it, enforced prohibition, is so simple, is 
it not strange that all good people do not stand by it? ¥ 

The enforcement of any law depends on the will of the 
people. : In every city there is a W. C. T. U., a Y. M. C. A,, 
many churches, and, nowadays, many social workers. ‘These 
groups all believe more or less in the enforcement of prohibi-. 
tion. But they practically never do anything effective, to 
my knowledge, to see that the laws are enforced. All these 
good people know about the propaganda that is being carried 
on in the press by the liquer interests and by the large and 
rich organizations that are trying to have the Eighteenth 
Amendment revoked or amended. Yet they sit supinely by 
and do nothing. ' 

Strong political action to back all wet candidates is now 
being taken by many of’the anti-prohibition organizations. This 
is no secret. Do the churches whose ministers generally believe 
in prohibition do anything to offset this? I am not a Christian 
Scientist, but lately I have seen the series of splendid and fear- 
less articles in The Christian Science Monitor on the campaign 
against the Volstead Act. Practically every Christian denomi- ‘ 
nation has a printed organ which goes to millions of voters. 
Why could not they all use their great force just now, when 
it is most needed, to offset the organized efforts of such large 

associations as the Association Against the Prohibition 
‘Amendment. which claims a membership of 400,000, with 
headquarters in Washington, D. C.? | 3

The policy of the W. C. T. U. is to stand strongly for 
the basic idea of prohibition, but never to indorse candidates. 
This seems to me a mistake, when other associations opposed 
to them are working tooth and nail to: elect wet candidates. 
The 500,000 votes of the W. C. T. U. might make just the 
difference that’ is needed to keep the country dry. A member 
of the Anti-Prohibition Society ®f America, or the American 
Liberty League, will vote for .a declared wet candidate, 
irrespective of party affiliations. Will all the members of the 
Good Templars and the W. C. T. U. in the same manner 
vote for the dry candidates? 

It is my thought that the leniency of: the judges in the 
matter of sentences is one of the greatest deterrents in enforeing, 
the law. I have bought liquor of bootleggers since prohibition, 
and I have managed to obtain the confidence of some of them. 
They do not all make the fajulous fortunes ascribed to them. 
The average make a fair competency in a way they think 
they like better than the hard work which they would have 
to do if they made an honest living. The payment of a fine, 
if the occasional raid to which they are subjected is successful, 
is only an expense of the business, In a state in which I 
recently lived the usual first’fine was $100, and that was 

imposed only when the bootlegger was conyicted of selling 
liquor. The mere possession of liquor on the’ premises, although 
everybody in the neighborhood knows that the place is a saloon, 
is often followed by no punishment at all, because the boot- 
legger swears the liquor was not his and he did not. know. it 
was there. Friends of the cold-drink-stand owner may (gave 
a bottle of whisky on his premises and the law cannot x... 
it belongs to the owner. | . ; 
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Although bootleggers are rivals in business, they’constitute 
a fraternity when it comes to protection. Unfortunately, and 
I think stupidly, the. newspapers often, in fact generally, an- 
nounce when the federal officers are to arrive in town} and 
also when they do arrive. . This gives a chance for those who 
vend this poisom to get under cover and be careful. When 
the officers start on their first raid the news spreads like * 
wildfire from bootlegger to bootlegger, and great precautions 
are taken by those who are likely to be apprehended in their 
crime. Somé@times they shut up for a few days, or more often 
they are extremely careful to whom they sell their stuff and 
do not allow their customers to loiter on the premises. 

The average bootlegger does not keep much liquor in his - 
saloon or store. He does not even keep it in his own house, 
but in the house of a confederate. If you want a bottle, 
the boss disappears, and appears soon with what you haye asked 
for, done up like a package of groceries, or perhaps in a bag.., 
" | want to say just one thing more.- Many people who 
know little about liquor, and who still believe that only strong 
drinks are harmful, believe in an amendment to the Volstéad law, 
allowing beer and light wines. I do not, for several reasons. In 
the first place, anyone can get drunk on the old-time beer and 
light wines. I have, many times. In fact, I first became intoxi- 
cated from drinking beer. Secondly, the taste for alcohol is 
often, I might sav generally, cultivatéd by drinking wines or 
beer. Almost every drinker started with beer and grew to 
crave stronger drinks. Thirdly, beer and light wines are 
merely the opening wedges to break down the law by the liquor 
interests. The money back of the beer and light wines move- 
ment is the same money that kept up the corner saloon, which 
everyone agrees is an evil. If you want the old saloons back,
